Some of the Hybrid! That An Produced 


Are Fine Animkll, 


A famous Montana character is Char- 


liu Allard of RavaUi. Mr. Allard is fa- 
mous mainly because ho la one of the 
ownoxs of the largest herd of buffalo in 
the conntry, and no man living has 
given to these now rare animals more 
patient stody and attention than he. 


"The coldest storms of winter do not 


tronblo them," he says, "for their 
thick, shaggy coats are \vindproof. 
Daring the heavy snows and blizzards 
they climb the hills, and tnrning their 
breasts to the wind defy the storm. 
They feed where the snow is thinnest. 
Cattlu are driven befora a storm and 
will often go with a wind 00 or 100 
miles from the accustomed range unless 
they reach a sheltered spot. Horses turn 
their backs to a storm, but the buffaloes 
fnoe it every time. They seem to keep 
in about the same condition of flesh the 
year round and are as good eating in 
the spring as they are'in the fall, and a 
buffalo steak is about as fine a morsel 
as ever a man made a meal of. About 
two years ago I purchased the Jones 
herd of buffalo, which was at Omaha. 
There woro 31 of them in the herd, and 
we paid(for I have apartner now)$18,- 
000 for the lot. Mnrobiol Pablo, a well 
known cattleman, has joined me in the 
business and for the past year has had 
entire charge of fcbem, so that I do not 
know jnst exactly how many we havo— 
about 140, I should judge, now, and by 
nest fall there will bo fully 200 of 
them. 


"Wo havo experimented in crossing 


buffalo with all breeds of cattle, and 
the rcsnHs are moat satisfactory. The 
Polled Angus stock when crossed with 
the buffalo produces a magnificent ai)i- 
mal. Tho fur is finer and closer than 
that of the buffalo, and the meat is 
sweut and wholesome. Wo are produc- 
ing ad many of tboso animals as possi- 
ble, but will not put any on the market 
for several .years yot. We are not selling 
any buffalo either, for the reason that 
wo need them all at present. We re- 
coivo letters every day from museums, 
parks and shows wnutiug them in all 
quantities, and though we might dis- 
pusc of one or two singly we hava no 
pairs to soil. 


"A good buffalo hide is worth $100 


now HI the market, and heads bring 
fiom $300 ta $300 when mounted, and 
the value of those is steadily increasing, 
so that buffalo bicoiliug is as good an 
investment as real estate. Our herd is 
about tlio only one I know of any 
size. There is u small oue in tho Texas 
panhandle, ami the&o, with the few 
that roam in the national park, are the 
sole remnants of tlio thousands which 
roamod tlio prairies but a few years 
ago."—Anaconda (Mou.) Standard.
